Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publicatio 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 53-134 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Kinnunen. 
Kinnunen teaches method of coating and device for coating a paper or paperboard in 

which a wetting agent is applied to the web, coating, and transferred to a drying section 
downstream from the coating section and to other post-processing devices fully supported over it 
entire passage through the post-processing steps, see abstract. Kinnunen teaches also the pre- 
drying of the web, of claims 54 and 105, the support by a means of dryer wires, page 4, line 24 
through page 5, line 17, of claims 55 and 106, film -transfer devices, page 6, line 23 through 
page 7, line 11, air impingement driers air cushion driers, page 8, line 28 through page 9, line 5, 
the same type of belts, permeable and/or impermeable, etc, pages 7-10.
